The Execution of our Laws had 
been caſo ended, our Rights and Liberties invaded, 
and a See of abject Slavery had ſucceeded in the 
Room of that Freedom, which is now the Glory 
of our Conſtitution, and the Envy of Neighbour- 


ing Nations. For the Popiſh Religion is exactly 


calculated to ſerve the Purpoſes of Athirrary Pow- 
cr, and rarely fails to igtroduce Slavery whereſo-

And having already joyn'd in the publick Ser- 
vice of che Church, and offered up our united 
Praiſes to God for His Majeſty's peaceable acceſ- 
fion to the Throne, let us remember this Bleſſing 
alſo in our private Devotions, and return our moſt 
thankful Acknowledgments to God for his tender 
Care in preſerving thereby our Holy Religion, 
from the groſs Errors and Corruptions of Popery, 
and our Civil Rights from the Invaſions of an Ar- 
bitrary Power.

Let us break off our Sins by Righteouſneſs, 
and wipe out the Memory of our former Tranſgreſſi- 
ons, which have frequently brought theſe Kingdoms 
into ſuch imminent Danger, that nothing leſs than 
an extraordinary Providence of God cou'd have 
relieved us, leaſt he be. provoked by our Iniqui- 


ties to reverſe the Purpoſe, he ſeems to have taken 


up, of making us a happy People, and leave us to 


periſh in our Folly, if we will not learn Wiſdom 
by our many Deliverances: Let us lay aſide our 


Profaneſs and Impiety, our Luſts and Intempe- 


rance, our Hypocriſy and Diſſimulation; but a- 
bove all, our unchriſtian Diviſions and Animoſi- 
ties, which are not only highly provoking to God, 
but of fatal Conſequence to our ſelves. | 

When a Spirit of Diſcord and Contention pre- 
vails in a State or Kingdom, and like a Torrent 
bears down all Conſiderations and Regards either 
for Truth or Charity: When the common Rules 


of Civility and good Manners are ſacrific'd to the 


Refentments of a Party, and it is thought Crimi- 
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nal to diſcharge even the Offices of Humanity to- 
wards thoſe of a contrary Faction: When theſe 
Diviſions are kept up and fomented amongſt the 
Members of the ſame Religion, of the ſame Com- 
munion, and of the ſame Intereſt both in Church 
and State, and where there is a common Enemy 
who improves all Opportunities to contrive their 
Ruin, if we may argue from the natural tendency 
of ſuch Diviſions, and from the diſmal Effects of 
them in all paſt Ages, they foretel certain De- 
ſtruction, at ſome time or other, to ſo unhappy 
a People, unleſs a timely Foreſight of their com- 
mon Danger unites them for their mutual Secu- 
rity. f 
= far we are concern d in this Remark, I 
leave to all that hear me to judge, and I carneſt- 
ly recommend it to be conſider d, what Engage- 
ments lie on us, both of Duty and Intereſt, as we 
regard the Safety of our Church or Nation, to uſe 
our beſt Endeavours to prevent this fatal Conſe- 
quence, by. promoting Peace and Unity amongſt 
Proteſtants ; but eſpecially amongſt the Members 
of the Eſtabliſh'd Church; and by healing thoſe 

Breaches which have too long divided us. 
Me of this Nation are more particularly obli- 
ged to the, ſtricteſt Bonds of Charity and Union 
amongſt Proteſtants, in regard to the great num- 
ber of Roman Catholicks who live amongſt us, 
ES C 2 and 
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ind wo have given Proof too frequent and oy 
dent to be forgotten, both of the tendency of 
their Principles and Practices, to extirpate our 
Holy Religion; and cr zs off front being a Nation, 
that our Name may be hau nd more in remembrance. 
Anch it is not many Fears fince our Apprehenſions 
of Danger from this Quarter, had an admirable 
Effect in uniting the Members of the Eftabliſh'd 
Church, in fo ffrict a Bond of Peace and Unity 
for our mutual Preſervation, that few Nations 
upon Earth could boaſt of the like Concord and 
'8 But how 1s this Harmony changd, of late Yeats; 
A into Strife and Diſcord ? And thoſe ſacred Ties of 
Love, and Friendſhip; and Unity, which were the 
ö great Support of the Proreſtant Intereſt, and the

Eyidence of our Gratitude for his Mercies. And 
cen may we hope to reap the Fruits of our Deli-

preſent Deliverance, and the Hopes of our laſting 
Security; and Study, as much as in us lies, to make | 
his Reign as Proſperous, as it has been hitherto 
Succeſsful for our Preſervation. + For this End, let 
us give up all Murmurings and Diſcontents, all 
groundleſs Complaints and Repinings under his 
Government, to that deluded. and unhappy Peo- 


'| ple, who profeſs an Allegiance to a pretended So- 
i vereign. But let not any of us, who renounce 
| their Principles, and declare our Affection for the 


5 preſent Eſtabliſhment, joyn with them in their 
| wicked and ungrateful Practices, leaſt by our un- 
[ eaſineſs and groundleſs Murmurs, under the mild 
{i _ Adminiſtration of a Prince, long ſince fam'd for 
Juſtice and Clemency, we give. occaſion to the 
World to queſtion our Sincerity, and to ſuſpect 
us of holding Opinions, which we are not wil- 
ling to own. And let us all Diſcourage, in our 
ſeveral Stations, the Endeavours of thoſe Men 
who Labour to Diſturb the Minds of unwary Peo- 
ple with groundleſs Fears and Jealouſies, by Sug- 
geſtions of Danger either of the Church or State, 
from the preſent Conduct of publick Affairs; for 
2 theſe 
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theſe Practices proceed from a reſtleſs and uncaſy 
Spirit, and have been encourag'd by the Ameisen 


of deſigning Men, on purpoſe to keep up a Divi- 
ſion, in Favour of a common Enemy. 


But to Conclude: The beſt Evidence we can 
give of our Gratitude to Heaven, for the Mercies 
we this Day Commemorate, is Piety towards 
God, Duty to the King, and thoſe that are in 
Authority under him, and Love and Charity one 
towards another.
